The blueberry industry is show- 
ing _much improvement in Yar- 
mouth and Shelburne counties, 
Nova Scotia. Last year there were 
only 4,000 acres of crown land 
burned for blueberry growing; this 
year 10,000 acres have been burn- 
ed. ‘Value of crop last year was 
$65,000 and it is estimated that the 
crop’s value could be increased to 
half a million dollars. 


“The province of Alberta has 
adopted Old Age Pensions, the 
funds for which are provided by 
co-operation between the federal 
and provincial governments. The 
scheme has now been adopted by 
all Canadian provinces from the 
Quebec boundary westward. 


Though crops in several parts of 
Western Canada would be benefit- 
ted by rains, crop outlook on the 
whole is v@éry promising. Reports 
from all parts of Saskatchewan are 
generally encouraging. The Al- 
berta report is good, especially the 
Peace River country where present 
prospects indicate one of the best 
crops on record. About 25,000,000 
acres are sown to wheat in Canada 
this year. Last year the Domin- 
jon harvested over 533,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat, the largest crop in 
the country's history. 


The fourth annual midsummer 
gathering of the Swedish-Canadian 
League held a two-day convention 
at Lac du Bonet, Manitoba, re- 
cently and decided to build a home 
for Old Swedish folks at Winnipeg. 
Another feature of the gathering 
was a pageant Of old Swedish folk- 
dancing and songs presented in old- 
time costumes. Many of the danc- 
ers were the same who appeared 
at the Regina festival held earlier 
in the year at the Saskatchewan 
hotel in that city. 

A list of extraordinary accidents 
has recently. been published occur- 
ring to motorists at level crossing:

‘tided to erect a large slide, and a 
diving platform as the first improve- 
‘ments on their program. Both struc- 
ia are near completion and should 

in the water by the first of next 
week. The water slidz, is, we be- 
lieve, the largest of its kind in the 
west, and the money outlay for it 
was in the neighborhood of one 
bundred and fifty dollars. ~The 


slide stands twenty fect in height, | 


and has a slideway of some twenty- 
four feet in length. It'is not a make- 
shift affeir, but one of which any 


_ organization would well feel proud. 


To get to the platform at the top, 
two stairs have been made, one on 
each side of the slide. No money has 

spared to make the slide safe for 
children of all ages, and some grown 
upe will be on hand at all times should 
the younger ones get into difficulties. 
The Diving platform is made on 
pontoons, and is capable of support 
ing a ton and a half in weight. It 
will be; anchored in éight or ten feet 
of water, a depth deemed expedient 
for the high dive of ten feet. From 
the pontoons, supports rise for a dis- 
tance of four feet, where the first 
platform is built. At one end of this 
platform th> diving spring board is 
fastened, and at the other end, the 
high dive platform has been built. 
This platform rises six feet above 
the main platform. From the plat- 
form ladders run into the water at a 
number of places around the slides. 
The raft will have a central anchor, 
thus overcoming the danger of 
chains, usually found on the corners 
of most crafts of this kind. “A boom 
of logs will be anchored some dis- 
tanee out from. the platfonm, to act 
as a break-water and in this way, it 
is thought the raft w'll out ride any 
storm that may occur at the lake. 
‘Besides these two structures, the 
Club contemplates pu'ting in u per- 
manent water race course; iron pipes 
will be embedded in heavy,cement | n- 
chors, and will rise sbout three feet 
above the water leveb end varied col- | 


ored flags will be placed om tep of | 


these pipes te measure off the var- 
ious distances. This permanent 
course will be of great aid to water 
sports, ae the races of the Annual 
Regatta will be run over this: same 
coures. Contestants will be enabled 
to practice over this route throughout 
the season, Plans are at present 
under way for this year’s Regatta, 
which will be held, it is thought, the 
first Monday in Aug. Next year 
if present plans are earried out there 
will be a tourist park at the lake, in 
front of which the Aquatic Club water 
appliances will be erected. There will 
also be a substantial pier built, it is
